Are Neglected 


Beans Are Cheap In Comparison 
With Other Foods of Simiiar 
Nutritive Value. 

The ripe ) is a form of food 
very much “Weglected in Canada. 
Lack of variety is one of the serious 
faults in our national diet. Many 
people scem inclined to use a very 
limited number of foods, and, as far 
as possible to make each day’s meals 
resemble those of the day before; 
while, in r cases, the dull routine 
of a fixe day. cycle prevails. 
It is y at a varied diet 
is more han a restricted 
one, and, especially in these times 
when good food is scarce and high 
in price, it is really deplorable to 
note the neglect of some of the best 
Canadian-grown food materials, such 
as beans, peas, Indian corn and bar- 
ley, while an important product, rice, 
remains quite popular in spite of its 
inferior quality as food and the com- 
mercial objection that Canadian 
money must be sent to some foreign 

country to pay for it. 

Of all the neglected foods, the 


bean is perhaps the most important, | 


says Dr. Saunders in an Experimen- 
tal Farm Bulletin. It contains a 
large percentage of protein (approxi- 
mately double the amount found in 
cereals), and protein is-the most ex- 
pensive ingredient in the materials 
which we consume, The bean ma 
fairly be said to rank first among the 
common foods of vegetable orig 
Peas are of almost equal vi 
wheat and barley fall bel Oats 
also are distinctly inferior on the 
whole, though they contain much 
more fat than beans. While it is not 
true, as has somctimes been assum- 


but 


ed, that vegetable protein, as found | 


in beans,-can entirely take the place 
of animal protcin, as found in meats, 
eggs and milk, nevertheless the veg- 
etable proteins have a high food 
value and the bean could, in many 
instances, be advantageously substi- 
tuted for part of the meat ration. 
Considerable economy would be at- 


tained in this way, as are 
very cheap indeed in comy n with 
most animal products. It must be 


noted, however, that beans cannot be 
eaten freely by everyone, There are} 
a few individuals for whoin they | 
seem quite unsuitable: but the vast 
majority of people would have bet- 


ter, cheaper and more enlovanie 
meals if beans were used more often, 


Matters of dict are so often settled 
by customs of the country rather 
than by intelligent thought, that it is 
very hard to bring about changes, 
however, desirable.

The Market 


Planning On Large Scale to Place 
Alberta Coal on Winnipeg 
Market. 

A new market is being opened to 
the Alberta coal mining industry, 
due to the fact that Eastern and 
Central Western Canadian cities will 
be unable this winter to obtain their 
usual supply of fuel from the United 

States: 

During the past years hough 
Alberta coal has been used through- 
out the neighboring provinces of 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia, 
it has never been considered prac- 
ticable, owing to the*great distance 
it would have to be hauled, to ship 
it to Manitoba or other points far- 
ther east where the American supply 
is relied on, 

This summer an attempt on a 
large scale is to be made to place 
Alberta coal on the Winnipeg mar- 
ket. Difficulty has been experienced 
in this market extension work by the 
lack of storage capacity in Winni- 
peg, and the unwillingness of the 
consumer to purchase his coal dur- 
ing the summer, when it could be 
delivered direct from the cars. To 
overcome this objection to early or- 
dering, storage sheds with a capacity 
of 20,000 tons are being erected 
These sheds will permit the shipping 
of Alberta coal to Winnipeg during 
the slack scason, and storing it 
against the rush period. 

The added cost of laying down 
coal in Manitoba due to freight 
charges on a haul of 800 miles, will 
be counteracted by the reducted cost 
of production. With mines working 
at full capacity all the year round, 
overhead charges which previously 
had to be borne by the winter's out- 
put will be spread over the twelve 
months, entailing a considerable re- 
duction in the pit-head price. 


Record Made by 
Saskatchewan 


Led Dominion In Number of Horses 
and Growing of 
Wheat. 


Few people are aware that Saskat- 
chewan last year grew more spring 
wheat, more oats and more flax than 
any other province in Canada. It is 
equally little known that in the live- 
stock department Saskatchewan was 
ahead of all other provinces in the 
number of horses in its boundaries, 

These facts will be brought forei- 
bly to the notice of the people of 
the province in a series of charts 
which have been prepared by Chas. 
Jones of the statistics branch of the 
Saskatchewan department of agricul- 
ture. 

The charts show that last year 
Saskatchewan grew 57.35 percent of 
the 1919 spring wheat crop in Can- 
ada and 85.07 percent of the flax crop, 
In oats Saskatchewan grew 32.25 
percent. While this province scored 
lowest point in the number of sheep, 
with 4.30 percent, it registered 29.40 
percent of horses in the Dominion, 

Another chart shows the average 
yield of various grain crops from 
1898 to date. The highest average in 
wheat was made in 1901 and 191$ 
when 21 bushels to the acre were 
grown, while the lowest point was 
reached last year, with 8 1-2 bushels 
per acre. 

The high mark for oats was reach- 
ed In 1909 when the average was 47 
bushels, and 1905 rock bottom was 
reached with 16 3-4 bushels per acre. 
In 1915 the average yield of 33 bush- 
els of barley was scored, the highest 
in the history of the province, the 
lowest register, 17 bushels to the 
acre, being touched in 1907, 1914 and 
1918. Flax yielded biggest in 1915 
when the average was 15 1-2 bushels 
and since that time there has been a 
steady decline, year by year, until 
last year it had reached the low level 
of 4 3-4 bushels,
